Every complaint that reaches a memb er of Con­ 
gress should b e screened b y the FBI, not aired in 
the melodramatic atmosphere of a conrmittee 
hearing. 
Give J. Edgar Hoover the money he 
needs, the cooperation he must have from all of 
these agencies setting themselves up as inquisa- 
torial b oatds, and then let Mr. Hoover and the 
FBI do the Job .

The thing we cherish mo st is the

We rounded up those who represented a 
potential danger to American security in the war 
y ears. We handled the people who were disloy al. 
We did it quietly , effectively and at the same 
time preserved American freedom in its entirety . 
One of the great glowing stories-of America at 
w ar was the magnificent handling of the prob ­ 
lems of espionage, sab otage and treason. 
That 
record certainly is a b rilliant page compared to 
all the noise, tum ult and the controversy of re­ 
cent y ears.

If Gen. Eisenhower is half the man we want 
to think he is, he will recognize the danger of 
turning American security over to a dozen un­ 
related agencies, each following its own course, 
each developing its own techniques. There is no 
greater demoralizing factor in government today 
than the unrelated efforts of amateurs to poke 
their fingers into a b usiness that logically falls 
to the responsib ility of one federal b ureau. We 
cannot imagine a more galling, humiliating ex­ 
perience falling to Gen. Eisenhower than that 
which was his in the speech at Milwaukee Fri­ 
day , and the whistle-stop tour throughout the 
state of Wisconsin wnth Joe McCarthy at his side. 
The political expediencies required Eisenhower, 
in Ike’s Judgment, to endorse McCarthy , w'hich he 
did. He said he didn’t agree with McCarthy ’s 
methods. Then what are Ike’s methods? When 
could he have had a b etter opportunity to set 
forth that with w'hich he did not agree and to 
outline that which he proposed as a cure for 
methods which he said he rejected.

Either step« will be taken to pro tect the free­ 
do m o f the indiv idual in this co untry to reach 
hia o wn ho nest co nclusio ns o r we shall sacrifice 
that which all free men and wo men crav e. The 
J o b relating to subv ersiv e activ ities belo ngs to 
the FBI.

It w’as not clear in preliminary announce­ 
ments whether the decision to link one phase 
of the activities of the Lincoln municipal light 
plant with the League of Neb raska Municipali­ 
ties was made b y Lincoln’s City Council or Direc­ 
tor Dave Erickson.

from the Neb raska streams as a part of a state­ 
wide program of development. When they make 
otjier purchases to supply their needs, they b uy 
separately , are b illed individually . 
We merely direct attention to the latest ma­ 
neuver over at the Lincoln City Hall b ecause it 
deserves some thought on the part of the people 
of this community . 
Lincoln has a delicate re­ 
lationship with the remainder of the state as the 
capital city , the home of a great many state 
Institutions. 
It seems to b e Mr. Erickson’s position that 
he and seven other communities should have the 
same rate that Consumers, serving more than 
240 Neb raska towns and cities. 
But Consumers 
underwrites the deb t standing against the Ne­ 
b raska Hy dro Sy stem. Its rate is insurance that 
principal and interest charges on that deb t will 
b e paid promptly . The Lincoln municipal plant 
can get the same rate any time it cares to adopt 
the same attitude toward these hy dro-electric 
developments. 
If the city feels it can manufacture its own 
current more advantageously then surely no one 
has a complaint. That is not what Mr. Erickson 
wants. He wants the advantages of hy dro-elec­ 
tric current, without the rfinancinl re.sponsib ill- 
ties that go with it. He is not willing to under­ 
w rite the deb t b ut he insists upon the whole­ 
sale rate of those which do.

Soak two tablespoons of 
fine dry bread cru mbs (you can 
bu y th em in a package) in six 
tablespoons of ligh t cream. Add 
one-h alf teaspoon salt, I table­ 
spoon finely minced onion, a 
dash or grind of pepper, and, 
last bu t not least, a pinch of 
cloves and nu tmeg. It's th e sea­ 
soning tou ch th at gives th is dish 
su ch a good flavor.
